T his casual yet contemporary outdoor entertaining 
space in a coastal suburb of Sydney has the look 
and feel of a Palm Springs resort. Designed by 
Matthew Leacy of Landart Landscapes, it's an 
outdoor retreat that has it all. 

"The request from the client was for a design with an amazing 
entertaining space and outdoor kitchen," says Matthew. "There 
was also an ugly spa that needed to be hidden somewhere 
in the design and a stack-stone wall that was to remain but 
somehow be softened. Capturing and complementing the view 
was important, too, but the rest was basically up to me. I was 
really lucky to have such good clients who were also really 
passionate about the space." 

The large Aloe barberae trees framing the entrance to the 
deck and the house are the signature pieces of this space. 

"They add some scale to balance out the predominantly tall 
house without screening the view; they also have an amazing 
structure and look incredible when lit," adds Matthew. "Like the 
aloes, the other plants were chosen for their structural form, 
colour and contrasting foliage, as well as their hardiness in the 
coastal location. These included Dracaena draco, Pennisetum, 
Carex, Pea and Senecio." ^

Sustainable Australian hardwood was used to construct 
the deck, barbecue and barbecue shade structure. This is 
complemented by raw concrete floating pads that form the 
transition between the deck and the pool. Across from the 
outdoor kitchen is a long bench that almost looks as if it is 
levitating. This divides the spaces without enclosing them. 

Other inspired elements are the backrests, disguised within the 
daybed. These can be adjusted via remote control so you don't 
need to get up to change the incline ... perfect for relaxing by 
the pool. 

The Landart Landscapes construction team faced an array 
of challenges when creating this garden, but the trickiest was 
getting the huge aloes down three storeys and across a 150m 
distance from street to garden without using a crane. "We 
managed to wrestle and winch them all the way down. It is 
amazing what a strong, well-organised team can achieve when 
they set their minds to it," says Matthew. M

F or this project, A Total Concept has located the 

swimming pool and cabana adjacent to each other, 
creating a visual integration between the two areas 
but ensuring that the cabana and nearby paved 
entertaining area are in fact separate from the pool 
area. With very young children, the homeowners wanted to 
keep the pool and entertaining zones separate until the kids 
are "pool-safe". 

With its abundance of timber features and wide-opening 
glass windows and door looking over the swimming pool, the 
cabana has a tropical feel. This feeling is further enhanced by 
the pretty frangipani tree nearby. On a functional level, the 
cabana holds all the necessary features needed for entertaining, 
including a built-in cabinetry kitchenette, barbecue and TV, and 
incorporates concertina windows and a bar rest leading to the 
pool. Like a backyard holiday, it is a wonderful place to socialise 
and entertain, or to simply sit in and relax. 

Next to the cabana is a paved entertaining area with an 
outdoor dining setting, shade sails and the stunning mature 
frangipani tree that visually grounds the whole outdoor room. 

At night, the poolside cabana is equally usable, with LED 
ceiling downlights inside and energy-efficient LED lighting 
throughout the garden areas; a feature in itself, particularly 
with the frangipani tree lighting. 

The project features a quality internal and external sound 
system which — along with all electronics such as the pool 
heater, light and spa jets linked with two-way switching to both 
the main residence and the cabana, is both practical and easy 
to use.

The swimming pool was designed with a deep middle and 
two shallow ends for safety purposes and the pool seating bays, 
together with the spa, can be heated for year-round enjoyment. 
The submerged seating bays adjacent to the steps are great for 
relaxing and entertaining and also safe for the young children to 
play on. 

The swimming pool is a formal shape and style, its translucent 
blue glass tiles creating an alluring water colour that ties in with 
the project's tropical feel. 

This outdoor-room project is set within tropical gardens 
brimming with an intentionally simple palette of glossy plants 
that do not detract from the main features. To ensure the plants' 
viability, A Total Concept incorporated composting, heavy 
mulching and a waterwise, fully automatic drip-irrigation system 
linked to large water-storage tanks. 

The apparent flowing simplicity of design visually unifies all 
the components of this stunning outdoor room and, in doing 
so, adds immeasurable value to the existing property. M

METAL 

Stainless steel and aluminium are the most commonly used metals in the production of 
outdoor furniture. But don't be fooled, even though these materials are advertised as being 
low-maintenance, the occasional wash is required and discolouration will most likely occur 
after prolonged periods of use and exposure to the elements. 

When purchasing stainless steel pieces, check with the supplier what grade it is — marine- 
grade steel would be the ideal option. Aluminium, although it is slightly more expensive, is a great 
alternative to stainless steel. Lightweight but sturdy, aluminium furniture is available in a range of 
trendy designs and powder-coated colours.

TIMBER 

The main reason many people choose timber furniture is 
because of its natural and organic aesthetic. While it does look 
beautiful, timber also requires the highest maintenance out 
of all common outdoor materials. The most popular wood 
varieties are teak, cedar, oak, pine and eucalyptus, all of which 
have natural oils that protect against decay, harsh weather, high 
temperatures and humidity. However, splintering, greying and 
water damage are common problems with timber and it will 
require re-sanding, oiling and waterproofing — maintenance that 
many homeowners are hesitant to commit to. 




1. Eucalyptus is a strong, durable, eco-friendly wood that requires minimal 
maintenance. Combined with a wrought iron frame, the Coloma collection 
by Brown Jordan, available from Dune Outdoor Luxuries, will work well in a 
casual outdoor setting, duneoutdoorluxuries.com.au 2. Made from plantation 
teak sourced from Java, the Kos Teak Daybed by Tribu is available from Cosh 
Living, coshliving.com.au 3. Jati's Seville Extension Table is made from teak. 
The extension runners need to be cleaned regularly to remove accumulated 
grime. This can be done using a high-pressure hose and brush, jati.com.au 
4. Jati recommends to clean their teak after a night's rain with warm soapy 
water and a soft-bristled scrubbing brush or Scotchbrite pad to remove most 
mottled, patchy environmental and man-made stains.

The Askholmen table and four chairs set and 
accompanying flower box from IKEA are made from solid acacia, coated in 
acrylic glaze paint. Maintenance requirements include a regular clean with 
a mild soapy solution, and reglazing when colour changes and cracks begin

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WICKER 

Assuming a rather casual cosy look, wicker refers to the weaving 
process using materials such as bamboo, rattan or cane. Both 
versatile and lightweight, the traditional aesthetic of wicker 
furniture is a natural one. However, with the introduction of woven 
synthetic materials and resins, wicker now comes in a variety of 
colours and designs with an even easier maintenance brief. 

These synthetic alternatives tend to be the most commonly 
used in outdoor settings as they are stronger and more durable 
against moisture and heat. Modern wicker furniture also tends 
to have an aluminium frame that the wicker is wrapped around 
to offer an even stronger product that will stand the test of 
time. Although man made, these synthetic materials are still 
prone to mildew if in contact with excessive moisture, and 
splintering if continually left in the sun.

SKY HIGH STYLE 


From plain to paradise, this transformation proves 
that when it comes to balconies, the sky's the limit

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The entranceway to the balcony includes a large 
sandstone step, hardwood timber deck, and three 
pots at the end of the decking that are planted with 
Buxus balls and Dichondra 'Silver Falls' 
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A mid the bustling streets of Sydney, atop a modern 
unit block, sits a balcony unlike any other. 

Josh Harrison of Harrison's Landscaping has 
transformed an empty concrete balcony into an 
inviting, versatile outdoor space that encourages 
both relaxation and entertainment. 

"I was asked to create a lush, stylish entertaining space with 
both dining and lounging areas that was inviting and would be 
used to soften the vast amounts of plain concrete and boring 
floor tiles," says Josh. 

The balcony is wrapped around the north-east corner of 
the building, allowing for spectacular morning sunlight and 
uninterrupted views of Randwick Racecourse. The style of this 
space needed to suit the social appetite of the clients while still 
celebrating the breathtaking view and visual openness of the 
angled roof. 

"I love the contrast between the bench seats and the balcony 
itself, I think it's a great example of effective balcony/rooftop 
garden design," says Josh. The natural element combination of 
sandstone, potted plants and hardwood timber used throughout 
the balcony invites the homeowners to unwind by creating a 
tranquil and comfortable atmosphere that contrasts with the 
busy city below. As Josh explains: "Even though you look out 
towards the city, it's a very relaxing place to be."

Constructing the six-storey-high balcony garden proved 
challenging once it came time to transport the materials up. 

"We had to pre-cut the lengths of timber so they would fit in the 
lift. Two guys were going up and down the lift carting materials 
for three straight days just to get everything up there," says 
Josh. "Just because our clients live six floors above the street 
shouldn't stop them from enjoying the benefits of a beautifully 
designed garden balcony." 

Following the brief. Josh designed two specific focus areas 
on the balcony: lounge and dining. "These areas are separated 
by a raised, hardwood timber deck," says Josh, who adds "the 
deck creates the transition from inside the unit to out on the 
balcony". The deck is complemented by a sandstone step 
surrounded by pebbles masking the deck's edge, creating a 
seamless, organic entrance onto the balcony. 

The lounge area consists of two hardwood timber benches 
clad with sandstone that are strategically placed to enclose the 
coffee table in an open-plan lounge. The L-shaped bench that 
runs along the wall and deck includes a sunken planter, which 
houses a fiddle leaf fig plant, chosen for its unusual foliage and 
effective ability to soften the look of the concrete wall behind. 

At the far end of the lounging area are three yuccas planted in 
lightweight cube pots as well as a large water bowl with lilies in 
it. The plants chosen needed to be durable and able to prosper 
in harsher conditions than normal. "The conditions up on the 


balcony were completely different to those on the ground, as 
it's often windier, drier and hotter. We chose plants that would 
thrive in these conditions and be able to handle a bit of neglect," 
explains Josh. 

At the opposite end of the balcony is a second hardwood, 
L-shaped bench seat with a sunken planter that looks out towards 
Randwick Racecourse and is used to enclose the dining area. For 
night-time dining and entertaining, the bench seat includes low- 
voltage lighting to accentuate the seating and dining area without 
drawing attention from the view. The balcony edge connected to 
the dining area is left open with plenty of standing space. 

The balcony design sits low to the ground and fits neatly 
beneath the glass screen of the balcony edge. This low-lying 
design gives added privacy from the ground, while adding to 
the illusion of space when combined with the angled rooftop. 
Josh's use of organic elements in both the dining and lounge 
area maintains a level of modern sophistication while still 
creating a homely and relaxed feeling. "While the style is quite 
contemporary, it is also very warm and inviting. We didn't want 
the design to be too serious or formal as it wouldn't have suited 
our clients, and; most importantly, the way they planned to use 
the space," says Josh. M

T he rear garden of this home in the suburbs of 

Melbourne conceals a truly wonderful surprise: a 
one-of-a-kind alfresco haven offering everything the 
family needs to entertain in comfort and style — a 
new swimming pool and spa; a chic covered pavilion 
with seating and a cosy fireplace; a conservatory attached to the 
back of the house; and an outdoor cooking area. 

The goal of the award-winning designer, Don Thompson of 
Gardenridge, was to create a strong indoor-outdoor connection. 
The glass conservatory brings the outside into the home, while 
the raised pavilion behind the pool introduces elements normally 
associated with interior living spaces into the outdoor environment. 
The pavilion has a strong outdoor-room feel thanks to the decor 
and design features. The wood-burning open fireplace is set within 
a brick surround with a mantel, and a framed mirror hangs from 
the wall above it. There is a contemporary light-fitting, just like one 
you would expect to find in an interior lounge room, a rug on the 
floor, scatter cushions on the benches to add designer flair and 
comfort to the seating, and floor cushions. 

The granite paving provides a sophisticated touch and works 
in tandem with the spotted gum timber decking and bench 
seating to provide the perfect backdrop for the vibrant colour 
accents. These are introduced through accessories such as the 
bright red pots and the authentic lifesaver's chair, which adds a 
fun, quirky element to an otherwise extremely elegant design. 

To blur the boundaries and make the garden feel a little bigger, 
the fences were painted dark grey (Colorbond Woodland Grey).

This makes them almost disappear from view behind 
the foliage and gives the impression of a green-wrapped 
outdoor sanctuary. 

To keep maintenance to a minimum, only small areas of 
lawn were included in the design (catering to the needs of 
the children and the family dog) and the planting palette 
emphasises hardy plants with interesting foliage and contrasting 
textures. This includes cycads. New Zealand flax, black bamboo 
and black mondo grass. 

Although the garden resides in the heart of suburbia, the lush 
planting, elegant pool and beautifully designed outdoor pavilion 
give the impression of a much grander location. It doesn't really 
matter whether you're hosting a party or relaxing by the fire with 
a good book, you feel like you're in the lap of luxury. There is 
even a water feature at the side of the conservatory to muffle 
the sounds of neighbourhood activity and to create a peaceful 
ambience that can be enjoyed day and night. M

8 Frenched lamb cutlets 
Salsa Verde 

1 thick slice of stale bread 
300ml olive oil 

2 garlic cloves 

1 tbs capers 

2 anchovies (chopped) 

1 tbs lemon juice 

V 2 bunch chopped parsley 
V 2 bunch chopped mint 
V 2 bunch chopped coriander 
salt and pepper 

Method 

1. Moisten bread with olive oil and combine in food 
processor with salsa verde ingredients, drizzle with 
olive oil, then set aside. 

2. Heat barbecue on high for 10 minutes. 

3. Add lamb to basting tray, drizzle with salsa verde oil 
and season well with salt and pepper on all sides. 

4. Turn barbecue down to about half and cook on first 
side for 1.5 minutes. 

5. Turn cutlets raw side up to form a criss-cross on the surface. 

6. When you see the lamb start to 'sweat' blood droplets, 
turn it over and seal for 1 minute. Remove lamb and rest 
for 4 minutes. 

7. To serve, add the lamb cutlets back to the barbecue for 
30 seconds per side and add to serving tray 

8. Add a scoop of salsa verde to lamb and 
serve immediately.

FLEXIBILITY <

NATURAL 

A unique garden bitting naturalistic plantings ayid 
a repurposed shipping container

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T his piant-fiiied show garden amply demonstrated 
how "leftover" spaces in a city can be transformed 
into attractive and functional green pockets. 

Aptly named Left Overs, the Ian Barker Gardens 
creation featured a converted shipping container 
that functioned as a pop-up cafe, which, in a real-world setting, 
could work as either a temporary or permanent commercial 
installation or as an unusual outdoor room in a large backyard. 

The container-cafe opened out onto paved areas, small 
groups of seating and lawn, all of which were surrounded by a 
cornucopia of plants to create an inviting place for people to 
meet and socialise. 

Left Overs, which won a Silver Show Garden Award at this 
year's Melbourne International Flower b Garden Show, featured 
a highly naturalistic perennial planting scheme to show new 
ways of using plants in an urban context. The goal of the 
planting, which included Echinacea purpurea 'Alba', Helenium 
'Dark Beauty', Oosmos 'Ghocoholic', Achillea 'Terracotta' and 
Geum 'Blazing Sunset', was to make the garden feel like an 
urban oasis where people could soak in nature, even if they 
were in the midst of a bustling and fast-paced city. 

"With naturalistic perennial planting becoming more popular 
due to the way it encourages people to make an emotional 
connection to nature, many home gardeners are beginning 
to ask, 'How can we achieve this look in our own backyards?'. 
This is not surprising, as after all, who wouldn't want their own

personal oasis to escape the stresses of everyday life," says Sally 
Plottel, marketing manager at Ian Barker Gardens. 

"Naturalistic planting can be adapted for any sized garden, 
from a large rural property to a suburban backyard — even a 
small courtyard or balcony. It is not only beautiful to look at, 
bringing enjoyment and satisfaction as the garden evolves over 
the seasons, but it is also relatively low maintenance. 

"There are various systems of planting design that can be 
employed to achieve the overall effect," continues Sally, "such 
as intermingled, matrix and scatter planting. There is also the 
'planting by numbers' method. For example, in our 2014 show 
garden. Left Overs, we used a mixture of intermingled, matrix 
and scatter planting to produce the end result." 

And by using a converted shipping container as the shell for 
the cafe, Ian Barker Gardens showed how found or unwanted 
objects and materials can be recycled and integrated into the 
design of a new space. Greeting a new green pocket in a city 
— or creating a backyard for that matter — doesn't have to be 
about completely transforming a space. It can be about working 
with what is already there, reintroducing what existed in the past 
and combining this with new design elements. 

This garden also showed how a naturalistic perennial planting 
palette can complement and enhance any style of garden or 
structure. Explains Sally: "It's a good idea to start with a key 



plant that will inspire the rest of the colours in your garden 
and establish a cohesive palette. In our garden Left Overs, the 
key plant was Ooreopsis 'Rum Punch', which starts off yellow 
in the centre and graduates to burgundy on the outer edges. 
From there, we chose plants that complemented these colours, 
with the overall palette becoming warm and autumnal. Don't 
overthink your colour choices, simply look to nature. It will tell 
you what colours work together in harmony." M

expertise in the field of finishes 




W hen it comes to decking, the key to achieving 
a professional looking result is a well- 
prepared surface. Ensure that the timber is 
well-seasoned, free from natural extractives 
(tannin) and clean. 



NEW DECKS 

The most important step for homeowners installing a new 
deck is thorough seasoning. Seasoning is a natural weathering 
process that can take between three to six months. During this 
time, the new timber releases its natural extractives (tannins) 
which appear as a dark-coloured run-off. 

Many people assume that decking timber does not need to 
be seasoned because it is kiln-dried during the manufacturing 
process, but this is not the case. Proper seasoning is particularly 
important for oily, tannin-rich timbers such as merbau, which 
have become a very popular choice for decking in recent years. 

Coating unseasoned timber results in the premature 
breakdown of the applied coating and within a short space 
of time will leave discolouration and staining under the 
coated surface. 

If you need to complete the deck in a shorter time frame, a 
tannin and oil remover can be applied first which will extract the 
majority of tannins in a matter of minutes. 

EXISTING DECKS 

For established decks the primary concern is ensuring the 
timber is clean and free from dirt and grime. Thorough cleaning 
with a deck and wood cleaner will not only rejuvenate the old 
decking by drawing out dirt and grime, but allows the new 


coating to properly penetrate and adhere to the timber for long- 
lasting protection. 

If the deck is in bad condition, it may be necessary to strip 
back and sand the surface before recoating. Signs a deck may 
need to be recoated include peeling, flaking, discolouration, 
mould growth or greying of the timber surface. 

Any areas affected by mould or mildew must be properly 
treated before recoating, otherwise mould will continue to grow 
underneath the fresh paintwork. 

CHOOSING A COATING 

Timber is a porous material and should always be coated after 
cleaning to protect the surface from dirt, grime, UV damage and 
moisture. Whether oil- or water-based, always choose the best 
timber coating you can afford. 

A quality coating will last much longer (up to two years) than 
cheap decking oils, which may need to be applied every few 
months to keep the timber looking its best. 

CLEANING AND COATING TOOLS 

A pressure washer is ideal for cleaning hardwood decks such 
as ironbark, merbau and blackbutt (pressure washers are not 
recommended for use on softwood). Otherwise, a good hard- 
bristle brush works well to remove stubborn dirt and grime. 

When coating a freshly cleaned deck, use a pure-bristle brush 
for a smooth, even finish. Applicator pads and paint rollers 
are not ideal for coating timber as they can apply the product 
unevenly. Additionally, rollers can aerate the timber coating, 
causing air bubbles that will leave 'pock-marks' once the coating 
has cured.

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+ Check any existing paint to make sure that it is suitable for 
painting by cutting an 'X' in the surface with a sharp knife. 

Press tape firmly over the 'X' and pull it off. If any existing paint 
is removed it means that the surface is not suitable for painting 
and will need to be removed by scraping and sanding. 

+ Thoroughly wash away any dirt, dust and mould as the 
presence of contaminants on the surface can cause loss of 
adhesion of the new paint system. The easiest way to clean 
the area ready for painting is by pressure-washing the surface. 
Hosing the surface with a garden hose really isn't enough; a 
powered pressure wash unit does a much better job. 

+ Do not paint if rain or dew is expected within 24 hours. 

+ Sand any remaining chalky surfaces to remove all chalk. 


+ Use a high quality acrylic exterior paint. High quality paints 
last much longer than cheaper paints and are the best 
way of protecting your most valuable asset. Acrylic paints 
have high UV-resistance and last longer than solvent-based 
enamel paints. 

+ Paint in the shade. The paint will be much easier to apply if 
you paint in the shade, painting in the sun causes the paint to 
dry too quickly, making application difficult. 

+ Avoid painting in very windy conditions. Wind dries paint very 
quickly, making it difficult to apply. The wind can also deposit 
lots of dust onto your new paint surface, making it look dirty. 

+ Start on the wall areas and finish with the trims. 

+ Stand back and enjoy the rewards.

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Expert Advice 

Landscaping 


Price right 

Unless you are a professional landscaper, 
starting a large-scale garden renovation can 
be daunting. There is no doubt you will need 
the services of an expert but who is the right 
person to call, where do you find them and 
how much should you be paying?

W hen planning your landscape, first you 

need to work out the scale of your project. 

If you only require a small renovation 
and are willing to get stuck into the hard 
yakka yourself, you may only need the 
advice of a landscape designer to get you started. Designers 
and horticulturalists offer a consultation service where they 
arrive at the property, listen to your needs and offer advice on 
layout, plants, styling and DIY tips to get the job complete. As 
this service utilises the time of the designer, you will need to 
pay for their advice, anywhere between $200 and $500 per 
hour depending on their level of experience. Usually notes 
are provided with this service as trying to remember all the 
information that the designer conveys can be a bit much. If you 
are making your own notes, ensure you write everything down 
and ask the designer as many questions as you need to make 
the most of your time with them. 
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If the job is a bit larger and you require concept plans, 
sketches or design notes to be drawn up, this will cost a bit 
more but can also be completed by your designer. Landscape 
designers work either to a fixed cost or by the hour; in my 
opinion, if you just need to check your ideas will fit into the 
space by drafting them up to scale, then go for a fixed price to 
ensure the budget doesn't blow out. 

If you are unsure about what you are actually after and need 
to use the designer's imagination, go for an hourly rate as it's 
easier to get creative when you don't have a time deadline to 
meet. Designers can charge anywhere between $100 and $300 
an hour, again depending on their experience. Finding and 
deciding on a designer is a very personal decision; you need 
to get along well with them, considering they are designing 
a personal space for you. However you need to be confident 
that they will be able to complete the job to a high standard. 
The Australian Institute of Landscape Designers and Managers 
(AILDM) has a database of accredited designers and is happy 
to offer advice. 

If your plans require council approval in the form 
of Complying Development Certificate (CDC) or a full 
Development Application (DA), this will increase your design 
fees and incur a few additional costly items. First, you will need 
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a survey of the site from a registered surveyor which wiii need 
to be detailed to include boundaries, levels, building outlines and 
more. The cost of a survey for an average block is between $1500 
and $2500 depending on the detail included on the plan. Your 
landscape designer should have a surveyor they work with on a 
regular basis or, alternatively, you can ask the Australian Institute 
of Building Surveyors for a local practitioner. 

You also need to be aware that plans that go through council 
require engineer's details to sign off any structures that require 
consent, such as footings and walls. Engineers are worth their 
weight in gold as they take full responsibility for the structure's 
integrity, but they do charge accordingly for the service. Each item 
that requires an engineer's detail will require an individual drawing, 
which attracts an individual fee depending on its complexity. 
However for simple items like raised garden beds or retaining walls, 
expect to pay between $500 and $750 per detail. 

Once your plans are ready to be submitted to council they will 
(of course) charge you for the privilege. Most councils will charge 
you three fees — lodgement, planning and building fees — most of 


which work on a sliding scale depending on the cost of the work 
to be installed. 

If you have decided that you are going for a large-scale garden 
makeover and have applied to council for approval, you will also 
have to find somebody to install the works and there are lots of 
different types of contractors out there. Quotes should always 
be free but make sure you don't simply select the cheapest. 
Landscape installation is a highly legitimate trade that is constantly 
undermined by contractors who have little to no horticultural 
knowledge, and who often complete jobs to a very substandard 
level at a comparatively cheap rate. To overcome hiring a 'cowboy' 
landscaper, make sure you see an example of their work, that they 
come with a reference, are licensed and have an affiliation with an 
association such as Landscape NSW b ACT (ENA). If quotes come 
in at drastically different amounts, discard the lowest and ask to see 
a breakdown of costs for the larger ones so you understand where 
the money will be spent. M

Make the most of your outdoor room with 
these handy hints on entertaining with ease

W ith the weather warming up and the festive season in 
fuii swing, entertaining at our place tends to happen 
outdoors. Whether you're lucky enough to have a 
fully equipped outdoor kitchen or just a barbecue and a shady 
spot for eating, sharing a meal with family and friends alfresco- 
style is one of life's simple pleasures. Except if you're the cook, 
right? With three teenage children I often end up entertaining 
for a crowd, however, with a bit of careful organising and 
planning. I've discovered it doesn't have to be stressful. 

Plan the menu in advance, do a pantry check and then make 
a list of the ingredients you'll need to buy. I like to type up my 
list onto a spreadsheet, grouping like items together, and find 
this makes shopping easier and quicker. If you're going to need 
large quantities of meat, poultry or seafood it pays to order 
ahead with your butcher or fishmonger. Remember: a well- 
planned event reduces the risk of a badly executed day. 

Entertaining for a crowd isn't the time to try out new 
recipes. Have a go-to collection of fail-safe dishes that are 
everyday favourites and then jazz them up with something 
a little different. Fold guinea through a green leafy salad and 
sprinkle in a touch of the Moroccan spice blend, Zataar, or add 
roasted butternut pumpkin to a Caesar salad. 

Cater for all tastes. Ask for any special dietary requirements 
or allergies when invitations go out or when you personally 
invite guests, and don't forget those who are vegetarian or 
gluten-intolerant. When it comes to young children don't 
overcomplicate things — you can't go past sausages wrapped in 
bread and a simple, dressing-free salad. 

Keep it simple. You can't go wrong with plenty of salad 
and vegetables, a couple of choices of meat cooked on the 
barbecue and some crusty bread. Add salad dressings at the last 
minute to avoid salads going soggy and to cater for last-minute 
dietary concerns. For dessert serve a big platter of in-season 
fruits, some good quality cheese and ice-blocks for the kids. 

Serve food on platters and wooden boards and arrange 
in the middle of the table, and encourage guests to help 
themselves. Not only does this look great, it saves work for the 
host. One of my favourite platter-style dishes is to lay lettuce 
leaves on the bottom and then layer with a few sun-dried 
tomatoes and fetta, followed by lamb cutlets straight from 
the barbecue. Top with a few more sun-dried tomatoes, a 
sprinkle of feta and a drizzle of extra virgin olive oil for a crowd- 
pleasing dish. 
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Set up a self-serve drinks area, complete with glassware, ice 
buckets and your choice of beverages. Provide plenty of water 
and soft drinks to cater for non-alcoholic drinkers and 
to encourage responsible drinking. 

Ask guests to bring a plate. There's nothing wrong with 
asking family or friends to pitch in and bring a dish, however be 
sure to check in with them beforehand to make sure you don't 
end up with three potato salads! 

Ensure your barbecue is up to the challenge. There's 
nothing worse than having to cook food in batches and keep it 
warm in the oven, risking over-cooking or "stewing". Heatlie's 
Island Gourmet Elite comes with a generous stainless steel 
hotplate that's ideal for catering for a crowd. Just remember to 
stagger food according to cooking times — as a rule, start with 
sausages, steaks and chops, then seafood and vegetables. M

Considerations for creating a functional and 
beautiful small outdoor room

W ith more people living in suburban environments and 
an increasing tendency towards higher-density living, 
our outdoor rooms are becoming smaller. Despite 
the decrease in size, people still expect these areas to be utilised 
as living and entertaining spaces. 

Not all small outdoor rooms are due to city living. Often larger 
residence gardens are split into smaller components to create 
several outdoor rooms that are of a more human scale than 
one large space. The basic rules for small outdoor room design 
apply to these areas as well. 

Small outdoor-room design is personally the most fulfilling 
of all landscape design as it requires talent, intense design 
precision and very careful attention to detail. Small outdoor 
spaces and rooms must be designed and constructed very 
exactly as space is at a premium. Larger spaces are generally 
more forgiving in design of the individual components that 
make up the space. 



It is important not only to incorporate all the necessary 
functions for the small outdoor room, but visually to make 
it seem bigger and create the illusion of space. This can be 
achieved by good design principles and selection of materials. 

As with all projects, you will need a design to ensure that 
all required components are included. Part of this includes an 
evaluation of the property and your lifestyle. When considering 
your new outdoor space, create a written list of requirements to 
help you define what's necessary and what's feasible as well as 
ensure all your wishes are met. 

Take a realistic look at your lifestyle: whether or not you 
entertain regularly and in small, intimate numbers or in large 
numbers as the design will vary according to these. This will 
ensure the design will be tailored to you personally. 

Also consider your budget, as this may lead you to decide 
on certain design types. For example a tropical-style courtyard 
using soft paving materials such as decomposed granite may

be substantially more cost-efficient than a plunge pool within 
a formal garden — both of which are possible in small spaces. 
Check council and authority regulations at an early stage to 
ensure that what you want to achieve is permissible. Once you 
have looked at the design yourself and realised the complexities, 
consider engaging a talented, outdoor-room designer. 

Whatever your taste in outdoor room design, remember 
to have fun with it! M

A decreased amount of green space per 
Australian in urban areas is affecting 
community health. Here are some great 
reasons to green up our environment

A s urban areas continue to grow around Australia, 
backyards are becoming an increasing rarity in 
favour of apartment developments in high-density 
urban areas — impacting on the environmental and 
social benefits that come with lawns. Particularly 
around growing inner-city suburbs such as Elizabeth Bay, 
Rushcutter's Bay and Wentworth Point, the availability of 
private green space is decreasing. Councils should therefore 
begin planning more comprehensively to preserve and create 
new public green space for residents and communities to 
thrive within.

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With more than 19 of the top 20 densest suburbs in Australia 
located in Sydney, the lack of greenery in dense urban areas 
means there is an increasing importance to shift the focus to 
parks and green leisure spaces. 

It has been proven that families and children in high-density 
urban areas have more to gain from public green space, and the 
communal benefits are vast — a green community is a healthy 
community. Providing adequate recreational areas encourages 
active lifestyles and a healthy sense of community. 

Everybody enjoys living around a great green space — it has 
an obvious aesthetic value and drastically improves the quality 
of living. Australia as a nation needs to seriously consider the 
role of green space moving forward as we continue to develop 
urban areas. 

An example of a council doing great work in this area is the 
Sutherland Shire Council. It provides incentives for residents 
to participate in green programs, and has a comprehensive 
strategic plan in place to increase the amount of green space 
per person by 2030. 

In an environmental space, the benefits of green space 
are undisputed. It helps fight soil erosion, improves drainage 
assistance, and helps reduce ambient noise, heat and pollution. 
We have research that shows having turf in your backyard 
lowers the ambient temperature around the home. 

A lack of green space contributes to the "heat island" effect, 
where heavily developed areas can be a few degrees hotter 
than the countryside. This is because surfaces such as roads. 
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footpaths and the sides of buildings absorb and release energy 
from the sun. The World Health Organisation (WHO) indicates 
that cities should have a minimum of IGsqm of green space, per 
person, to help improve the quality of life of its residents. 

The power of councils and residents cannot be discounted in 
building a greener future for all Australians. As our population 
continues to increase over time, the availability of green space 
for communities needs to increase at the same rate. M

John Storch from A Total Concept shares his summer 2014-15 trend 
predictions to help you create the ultimate outdoor room 




G ood design: Companies that link the inside and out 
are becoming more popular. A Total Concept is one 
such company that can look at a project holistically, 
which ensures that any change to the house is made 
with the future placement of external works in mind. 
This ensures that the finished project is designed to flow better 
and appears more integrated, with consistent design and materials 
used throughout. 

Extending the home: The most common trend for homes at the 
moment is to open up the rear of the home with large, sliding or 
concertinaed doors, remove internal walls (or design an addition) to 
create an open-plan style with new kitchen, then design an attached 
outdoor room with cooking and entertaining facilities that provide a 
Strong linkage between the inside and outside of the home. 

In addition, many designs include "bonus" rooms that can be 
used for office space or adapted to a variety of specialised needs, 
such as a gym, yoga room, artist's studio or spare bedroom. 
Outdoor features: There is a resurgence in swimming pools with 
spill edges. This also allows for the inclusion of water benches, 
a new feature by A Total Concept, with wide benches and water 
cover of between 150mm and 250mm to accommodate lounge 
chairs in the water. 

Due to higher density living, there is also a surge in the use of 
plunge pools, which are typically around 6m by 4m. 

Cabanas and outdoor rooms are becoming even more popular. 
The more common trend seems to be to incorporate kitchenette 
facilities including fridges, barbecues, stove, cupboards and 
sinks and then built-in furniture such as daybeds for entertaining 
purposes and often a bathroom with toilet, shower, bath and 
basin amenities. 

Heat and shade are the difference between constantly using an 
outdoor area and using it only when it's not too hot or cold. Obtain 
shade using a fixed structure, with plantings, a market umbrella or 
a retractable awning. Heat can be provided with radiant heaters or 
fire pits providing just the right amount of warmth and atmosphere. 

The trend for external paving has been towards larger unit 
pavers of 600mm x 600mm, and to natural products using 
rumbled, part-filled travertine, or flamed-finished basalt, or shot, 
sawn light-coloured sandstone. Texture-finished, man-made 
concrete aggregates and timber decking can look great on 
contemporary projects using quality large-dimension timber. 


Lighting is becoming an important consideration in outdoor 
design and is being used more correctly and extensively than in 
the past. 

Mood and functional lighting is achieved predominantly by 
LED lighting linked to a dimmer. It can be both bold or subtle, used 
to draw attention to a feature or to achieve alternating areas of 
low light and washes of light to create a mood, often to simulate 
moonlight or starlight. 

Automated systems are the biggest trend in outdoor design 
due to higher affordability and simplicity through smartphone 
connectivity to minimise maintenance. In pools, this can mean 
the ease of cleaning and heating or simply the ability to control 
a filtration system remotely. 

The current trend in planting is towards using eclectic 
collages by mixing different styles together. The lines between 
the traditional planting styles are being blurred so that it is now 
acceptable to mix the various styles, incorporating aspects of both. 
A tropical-garden style using a haphazard mix of bamboos and 
palms as background planting may be mixed with a formal style 
border planting to create a new unified whole. 

Whatever your needs coming into the summer of 2014-2015, 
there is one trend for certain: the boundaries between the outdoor 
and indoor areas will continue to merge and fuse as block sizes 
continue to shrink and we try to get more and more value and use 
out of our properties. M
